He is a senior member of the 
Politburo of the Communist 
Party of India and acts for 
his chief, Mr. Ajoy Kumar 
Ghosh, whenever the latter 
goes to Moscow for medical 
treatment. It is Mr. Nam- 
budripad who will direct the 
task of trying to show the 
rest of India that Commun. 
ism im Kerala is an efficient, 
harmless creed, not far re- 
moved from Fabianism. 
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
